Union}Men of America: 


COMMON SENSE will not com- 
ment in» general on Truman’s veto 
of the Taft-Hartley labor bill as it is 
not our policy to take part in purely 
labor matters. Nor does space per- 
mit comment on the political or his- 
torical significance-of the over-riding 
of the veto. 

We do know that the Communist 
leaders in many unions are mainly 
concerned with the provision in the 
new law which prevents Communists 
from holding office in unions. This 
is a terrific blow at Red Slavery — 
for many, mainly CIO, unions are 
partly or completely ruled by offi- 
cers who are Communists. The Un- 
ited Electrical and Radio Workers, 
CIO, with about 700,000 members, 
is ruled by foreign-born Communists. 

Hence, Communists pyramided 
their strength by pushing all labor at 
their command into organized pro- 
tests to Truman and organized pleas 
to Congress.. Excerpts from an 
article in Think-Weekly of Aug. 4, 
1946, are interesting and appropri- 
ate redding at this time. We quote: 


UNION MEN OF AMERICA: 

You do not want your Unien de- 
stroyed: The smart employer does 
not want your Union destroyed You 
do not want drastic laws passed af- 
fecting your Union. All unions in 
the U. S. are facing a crisis. 

The next few months will be crit- 
ical times for the. laboring. man. You 
have helped build up these Unions, 
. but -by inactivity you have allowed 
‘many . of. these locals to be domin- 
ated by Reds. THINK-WEEKLY is 
very friendly to Unions, but we de- 
spise Communism. However, we do 
not detest it any more than many of 
your Union officers who are doing 


their best to clean the Reds. out. 

We are giving you some informa- 
tion and suggestions that will save 
your Unions. 

How many of you pay your dues 
to help support the Union but never 
go near the meetings? You are too 
tired or too busy. You have allowed 
a small clique of Reds or Red con- 
trolled noisy members to run your 
local.. They are never too busy to 
attend meetings. The clique ‘con- 
trols your grievance commiittee and 
all important committees. When 
they want something passed they get 
on the floor and it is passed. You 
don’t know if it is a good thing for 
you or a bad thing. It aggravates 
the Company, so it must be a good 
thing for you. 

You do not realize that Commun- 
ist master-minds, miles away, may 
be directing the grievance commit- 
tee so that there will always be 
trouble, aggravation of men and 
Company officials. To stimulate 
trouble and strife is the main thought 
behind the Communists’ philosophy 
of strikes. 

Communists work for months and 
years to work up a Strike. That is 
what they want — dissatisfaction, 
unemployment, hunger. If you do 
not know this, you have not read 
their teachings. Their leaders have 
taught this for years. Real Com- 
munists are not interested in your 
welfare, if they were they would not 
have made slaves of the working- 
man in Russia. That is what you will 
have if you do not clean out your 
Unions. 

If your Union card is worth pro- 
tecting, attend meetings, take a

STRONG EVIDENCE STATE DE- 
PARTMENT WILL FOLLOW 
BETRAYAL OF POLAND BY 
HELPING COMMUNISTS. ISO- 
LATE NATION UNTIL FRANCO _ 
IS OUSTED .

My dear Mr. Secretary: 


I read with interest and with re- 
gret this morning in The New York 
Times, a dispatch in which it said 
that the Department had said that 
“our policy toward Spain has not 
changed in any respect. Satisfactory 
political and economic relations are 
not possible as long as the Franco 
regime remains in power. No loans 
or credits by the United States are 
being considered.” 

I hope you will pardon me if | 
say frankly that the continuation of 
this attitude, in view of the facts of 
the past, reflect discredit on the 
State Departmient and on the Amer- 
ican Republic. For so long as we 
tolerate the inhumanity that without 
question prevails in Soviet Russia 
with ten or twenty million of its own 
citizens or subjects in concentration 
camps, and with its record of murder 
of its own people—so long as we 
have besmirched our récord by shift- 
ing from Mikhailovitch to Tito in 
Yugoslavia, and so long as we have 
on our record the fact that we be-

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was simply the work of the Com- 
munist Party. Most of the members 
were Communists — the Commun- 
ist Party has boasted of it repeatedly. 


Naturally Soviet Russia and the 
Various Communist Parties in the 
world were chagrined when their 
forces in Spain were beaten. That 
was the greatest defeat Soviet Russia 
and her Communist philosophy has 
had. That, I am convinced, is the 
reason why the Soviet Russian pres- 
sure on the United States aswell as 
other countries is so great-in her at- 
tempts to get rid of Franco. 


1 would not want to see the Franco 
type of government here in the 
United States — though | confess 
that in the past twelve or fourteen 
years-some phases of our govern- 
ment have been just about as Fas- 
cistic as anything in Spain. I have 
never met Franco, though when | 
was in Spain in 1938 | tried to inter- 
view him for the New York Herald 
Tribune for whom I was doing some 
temporary writing. 

But because I would not approve 
his form of government for the Un- 
ited States does not prevent me from 
seeing that the great Republic of the 
United States is making a sad mis- 
take in yielding to Soviet influence 
in continuing its attitude with respect 
to Spain. 

You are greatly interested in the 
success of the United Nations. How 
can the United Nations ever succeed 
if it makes, as it did in San Francisco, 
a corner-stone of its structure the 
policy of deciding that the people of 
Spain cannot have the kind of gov- 
ernment they want, or the kind of 
ruler they want. 

I would like to hear from you, Mr. 
Secretary. I would like to hear di- 
rectly from you — not from some 
subordinate. 

If you believe that | am wrong in 


THE UNITED STATES AND SPAIN 
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_trayed the.Polish people, this atti- 
tude on our part toward Franco not 
only does not make sense, but leads 
to the inescapable conclusion in the 
minds of fair-minded Americans that 
we have knuckled down to Soviet 
Russia through fear; and_ that 
through fear of the same element we 
are following the wishes of Soviet 
Russia with respect to Spain. 

I was glad, Mr. Secretary, when 

you became the head of the State 

' Department. I hoped and believed 

that it would to a large extent mean 

an end to the grave policy we had 
been pursuing toward Soviet Russia. 

To a great extent | believe that this 

is so — I believe that under your di- 

. Fection American-policy. toward. Rus- 

sia has firmed up. | have expressed 

approval of the new policy of aiding 

Greece and Turkey against the fur- 

ther spread of Communism. 

Why, then, must we continue to 
follow Russia’s will with respect to 
Spain? How can you justify oppos- 
ing Communism in the Eastern Med- 
iteranean and playing into its hands 
in the Western Mediterranean? 

You are of course familiar with 
Winston Churchill’s extended tribute 
which he paid Franco in his speech 
in the House of Commons May 24, 
1944. He made very clear that 
Franco had aided in the North Af- 
rican landing, and had aided Amer- 
_ican airmen crossing Spain. 

Former Ambassador Carlton J. H. 

' Hayes, in his book Wartime Mission 
' in Spain, likewise pays tribude to the 

help rendered by Franco. In fact, 

1 have talked with several former 

ambassadors to Spain, two of whom 

have represented this country since 

1933, and | gather that their views 

coincide with those of Mr. Churchill. 

| have been in Europe myself 
many times in the last fifty years, 
but I had never visited Spain until 

1938. I.had a chance to see what 
was going on — a chance to observe 

the extent to which Soviet Russia 
was influencing if not conducting the 
affairs of the leftist government. 
had a chance to mingle with consid- 

erable numbers of people on the 

Franco side, and to realize how wide- 

ly he was ageepted among all classes. 

I am familiar, too, as you must be, 

withthe history of the raising of the 

International Brigade by the Com- 

-‘munists of the different nations, 

among them the raising of the so- 

called Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 

That whole International Brigade 
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my views, will you be good enough 
to tell me the reasons for your opin- 
ion?

My dear Mr. Hart: 

I have been asked to reply to your 
letter of May 10, -1947,-addressed to 
Secretary Marshall concerning this 
Government's policy toward Spain. 


As I am sure you must realize, the 
volume of correspondence received 
by the Secretary is So great that he 
is unable to answer it all personally. 
Your letter,-however, has been care- 
fully read and given full considera- 
tion by the officers of this Depart- 
ment concerned with the matters 
which you discuss. 

This country’s relations with the 
present Government of Spain are 
strongly influenced by its » origin, 
nature and record of close associa- 
tion during the war with the German 
and Italian aggressors, who assisted 
the regime to rise to power. United 
States policy toward Spain is not dic- 
tated by the interest of any other 
country. ' 

This Government has frequently 
stated its desire to see the elimina- 
tion of the Franco regime in Spain 
and the reestablishment, without the 
renewal of civil strife, of a demo- 
cratic. government based upon the 
freely expressed will of the Spanish 
people. It has long been the opinion 
of this Government that it is for the 
Spanish people themselves to de- 
termine the type of government 
which they wish to have. This is 
equally as true with respect to the 
form of government as it is with re- 
spect to the individuals of whom it 
should be composed. By an over- 
whelming majority the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations adopt- 
ed on December 12, 1946, a resolu- 
tion embodying this same principle. 

Many groups both here and abroad 
believe that an immediate change 
in the Government of Spain should 
be forced by the systematic applica- 


.|tion of international coercive mea- 


sures. It is, however, our judgment 





that such measures would lead ul- 
timately to conditions of economic 
and political chaos.in Spain and the 
complete negation of the objectives 
of our policy. 


The other course, to which this 
Government . adheres, is to permit 
the international political situation in 
Spain to develop gradually to the 
point where the Spanish people will 
be able to direct their own affairs in 
their own way. 


In the meantime, so long as the 
Franco regime remains in power, 
Spain must expect to remain isolated 
from the organized community of 
nations. 


You may be sure that the Depart- 
ment is fully aware of the factors 
brought out.in your.Jetter.and. that 
these and all other aspects of the 
Spanish situation are taken into con- 
sideration in developing the course 
of action best calculated to promote 
_ the national interest of the United 
States and the cause of international 
peace and stability.

My daughter 
is 15 years of age and, as you will 
gather from the enclosed certificate 
of our city doctor, she developed 
tuberculosis through malnutrition. 
My son is 8 years old. My husband 


|hasn’t got a single shirt and the only 


suit he has is his old uniform. Still 
the worst is the food situation. Since 
over a week we haven’t had a piece 
of bread and must live from *‘Wasser 
Suppen”’ (soups made from water, 
probably by adding flour—if avail 
able!) g
